The reply filed 1 1-13-01 (Paper No. 6) is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
action (restriction) mailed 9/27/01 (Paper NO. 4) because of the following omission(s) 
or matter(s):applicant has not elected a single group. Instead applicant has elected 
groups l-XXill. It is noted that each of said groups is drawn to a complex comprising a 
MHC class II molecule (DR3 or DR4) and a distinct peptide epitope. It is noted that 
although each of these 23 recited short peptide epitopes^ which consist of 25 amino 
acids maximum, are derived from the 65,000 Dalton GAD molecule, they appear to be 
non overlapping, biochemically distinct epitopes, each of which, when complexed with 
DR3 or DR4 as recited in the instant claims, will be recognized by a distinct T cell 
receptor, and as such, may effect distinct immunological processes. Therefore, each 
group consists of a patentably distinct complex, essentially for the reasons of record, as 
stated in the restriction requirement, mailed 9/27/01. 

It is also noted that this application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 
37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1 .821-1 .825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice 
To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide 
Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. Specifically, sequences 
lacking SEQ ID NO: tags are disclosed in Figures I and II, and neither the figures 
themselves, nor the description of said figures contain SEQ ID NO: tags . 
Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1 .821 - 
1.825) before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132.
